cultural department. He found that 
the soil itself was very acid, but for 


ed with rain water, although it soon 
became quite ineapable of supporting 
any plant life when bore water had 
flowed over it. After long investiga- 
tion of this phenomena he discovered 
that the cause was the formation of a 
jetly-like skeleton between the earth 
particles which effectively prevented 
the passage of either air or water 
througu the soil. Having found this 
he sought a remedy, and finally dis- 
covered that to neutralize the alkaline 
bore water he had to treat it with 
nitrie acid. The results were extraor- 
dinary, Pot tests were followed by 
field experiments on a large scale. 
Both proved that artesian water thus 
treated became a magnificent fertiliz- 
ing agent instead of a choker of vege- 
tation; but, unfortunately, nitrie acid 
is very costly indeed, 

Mr, Symons, who has handed over 
his discovery to the government, pro- 
poses to use the rush of water from the 
bores themselves to create the electri- 
city required to produce the necessary 
nitric acia from the air, There the 
matter stands at present. It remains 
to be proved whether the goyerument 
decides to make a thorough attempt to 
put these 364,000,000 acres into shape 
for closer agricultural settlement or 
not, Another valuable discovery made 


boot. That steel which could with- 
stand the battering of a modern heavy 
gun was falling an easy victim to the 
insignificant looking four-inch flame j 
from a blow-pipe. 

No metallie tool of any description 
was being used. The cut was made by 
means of a powerful stream of axygen. 
The application of the latter in this 
manner is the outcome of a simple 
laboratory experiment which is often 
practised to demonstrate the manner 
in which oxygen expediates combastion, 
wherein a piece of heated iron, held by 
pliers, is immersed in a test-tube of 
this gas which ignites the metal and 
causes it to burn almost like a piece of 
wood, The reason is well known, for 
the action is purely chemical, Under 
the oxygen the metal burns away 
rapidly in the form of iron oxide, be- 
cause it serves as its own fuel. 

Yet it is only within the past few 
years that this simple laboratory ex- 
periment has been adapted and applied 
upon an extensively large commercial 
scale. According to the theory of the 
subject once iron is ignited in oxygen 
it should continue to burn away all the 
while a powerful jet of the gas is main- 
tained, without recourse to any other 
heat. 

But there was one great difficulty 
which had to be overcome. The oxide 
of iron formed by the combustion of 
the metal in turn acted as a protective 
sheath to the latter. When it attained 
a sufficient thickness is rendered the 
metal beneath immune from the at- 
tacks of the gas, with the result that 
combustion ceased and the cutting 
operation was prevented. 

Inventors were convinced that the 
harnessing of oxygen upon current 
lines would form a more powerful 
metal-eutting tool than any yet de- 
vised, and accordingly presented their 
energies to the solution of this in 
tricate problem. They endeavored tu 
prevent the formation of the thick 
inerustation of iron oxide, or at any 
rate to get rid of it as soon as it was 
formed, It was realized that it could 
only be accomplished by the use of an 
auxiliary source of heat, and the point 
wus to localize this latter to the ut- 
most degree so as not to injure the 
metal under operation. 

About six years ago the riddle was 
solved. An inventor devised a new 
type of burner, where two functions 
are performed practically at the same 
moment, He used a combination of 
oxy-hydrogen, oxy-acetylene, or oxy- 
coul gas with the blow-pipe, but he 
provided the latter with an additional 
passage through which a powerful jet 
of oxygen gas is projected, the pres 
sure and volume of this stream being 
under the control of the operator. 

The result is that the jet of mixed 
gasses raises the metal in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the cut to a state of 
incandescence very quickly, and then 
when the jet of pure oxygen is brought 
into play upon the heated surface it 
brings about immediate combustion of 
the metal, preventing the formation of 
a coating of iron oxide, because the 
oxrgen et is sufficiently powerful to 
drive the decomposed metal away as 
rapidly as the chemical change takes 
place, Consequently the flame makes 
a narrow fine cut through the metal, 
just like that produced by a saw, does

CHINA'S REFORM EMPEROR * 


Kew know that China onee had an 
emperor who wished to reform the 
country, and not very long ago, either, 
The Emperor Kwang-Hsu, who lived a 
puppet existence under the Dowager 
Empress Tszu Hszi, was not the weak- 
minded individual the world has ye 
posed, and if he had outlived the old 
Empress and taken the reins of gov- 
ernment he might have reformed his 
empire, averted the present rising, and 
saved the crown, But he was overruled 
by the reaetionaries surrounding him 
and was all his life kept a virtual pri- 
soner, his every act and word watched 
by his erafty old aunt who held the 
seeptre. His real character is now 
revealed in a book by the Princess 
Der Ling, entitled ‘‘Two Years in the 
Vorvidden vity.’’ This Manchu prin- 
cess was for two years first lady-in-wait- 
ing to the Empress Dowager, and is 
now Mrs. ‘iuaddens C, White, the wife 
of an American, The old order is 
changing so rapidly in China that her 
minute description of Chinese court 
customs should prove invaluable to the 
future historian, The Emperor was 
watched almost constantly by his Im- 
perial aunt, but the Princess oceasion- 
ally had a chance to see him when he 
was by himself. She writes: ‘‘I saw 
Emperor Kwang-Hsu every morning, 
and whenever | had th: time he would 
ask some words in English. I was sur- 
prised to learn that he knew quite a 
bit of spelling, too, I found him ex- 
tremely interesting. He had very ex- 
pressive eyes. He was entirely a dif- 
ferent person when he was alone with 
us. He would laugh and tease; but as} 
soon as he was in the presence of ‘Her 
Majesty he would look serious, and as 
if he were worried to death. At times 
he looked stupid. I was told by a great | 
many people who were presented to 
him at the different audiences that he 
did not look intelligent, and that he 
would never talk, I knew better, for 
! used to see him every day. I was at 
the court long enough to study him, and 
found him to be one of the most intelli- 
gent men in China, 


“‘He was a capital diplomat and had 
wonderful brains, only he had no op- 
portunities. Now a great many people 
have asked me the same question, if 
our Emperor Kwang-Hsu had any cour- 
age or brains, Of course outsiders have 
no idea how strict the law is, and the 
way we have to respect our parents. 
He compelled to give up a great 
many things on account of the law. I 
have had many long talks with him and 
found him a wise man, with any 
amount of patience. His life was not 
a happy one; ever since his childhood 
his health was poor. He told me that 
he never had studied literature very 
much, but it came natural to him. 

‘He was a born musician and could 
play any instrument without studying. 
He loved the piano, and was always 
efter me so teach him.

some easy waltzes and he kept the 
time beautifully. [ found him a good 
companion and a good friend, and he 
confided in me and told me his troubles 
and sorrows. We talked a great deal 
about Western civilization, and 1 was 
surprised to learn he was so well in- 
formed in everything. He used to tell 
me, time after time, his ambitions for 
the welfare of his country. He loved 
his people and would have done any- 
thing to help them whenever there was 
famine or flood.

1 know that some ev uchs 
gave false reports about his character 
——that he was cruel, ete. I had heard 
the‘same thing before I went to the 
Palace. He was kind to the eunuchs, 
but there was always that distinction 
between the master and the servants. 
He would never allow the eunuchs to 
speak to him unless they were spoken 
to, and never listened to any kind of 
gossip. 1 lived there long enough, and 
| know just what kind of eruel people 
those eunuchs were.

‘*The outside world has heard so 


many things against His Majesty, the 
Emperor Kwang-Hsu's character, but 
I assure my readers that these things 
were told by the eunuchs to their 
families, and of course they always 
stretched it out as far as possible in 
order to make the conversation inter- 
esting. The majority of the people 
living in Peking get all kinds of infor- 
mation through them. I have witness- 
ed the same thing many a time during 
my stay at the Palace,’’ 

When the Empress Dowager was 
having her portrait painted by Miss 
Carl, and was being photographed 
daily in all her various costumes and 
jewels, the Emperor remarked signifi- 
cantly to the Princess Der Ling that 
he was never included in these pictures, 
She told him she would take him with 
her little kodak, He replied cautious- 
ly: ‘‘1f it is not too risky for us, we 
might try it some day when we have 
an opportunity, Don’t forget, but I 
think we must be very ecareful.’’ She 
continues: 


‘‘He then changed the conversation 
by saying: ‘Well, now that we have 
time to talk, I want to ask you a 
question and I expect you to answer 
me truly. What is the general opinion 
among the foreigners regarding my- 
self? io they consider me a man of 
character and do they think me clever? 
{1 am very anxious to know.’ Before 
1 could say anything in answer to this 
question, he continued: ‘1 know very 
well that my | regard me as nothing 
more than a boy, and as being ot no 
consequence at all, Tell me, is not 
this so?’ I replied that many foreign- 
ers had asked me about him—as to 
what kind of man he was, but that 
they had never expressed any opinion 
of their own regarding him excepting

‘The Emperor went on to say how 
nice it would be if te were allowed 
to travel about from place to place 
the same as the Huropean monarchs, 
but of course such a thing was out of 
the question for him, Tf told him that 
several Princesses had expressed a 
wish to visit the St. Louis Exposition 
and said I thought it would be a good 
thing if that could be arranged, as 
they would see for themselves the dif- 
ference between their own country and 
customs and foreign countries and eus 
toms. The Emperor expressed doubts 
as to this permission being granted, as 
such a thing had never been heard of 
before.’’ 

The Russo-Japanese War caused in 
tense excitement at court, of course, 
and as the Princess could read English 
ang Freneh, she was kept busy trans- 
lating the news for the Empress. One 
day a little incident oeceurred which 
threw a flood of light upon the Em- 
peror’s attitude toward reform, and the 
reason for his exclusion from any real 
part in the government. Says the Prin 
cess: 

“*T was still working each day trans 
lating the various newspaper reports 
and telegrams relating to the war, and 
one morning, seeing a paragraph to the 
effect that Kang Yu Wei (leader of the 
Reform Movement in China in 1898) 
had acrived at Singapore from Batavia, 
I thought it might interest Her Majes 
ty and so translated it along with the 
rest, Her Majesty immediately be 
came very much excited, which made 
me feel frightened, as I did not know 
what could be the matter. However, 
she explained to me that this man 
had caused all kinds of trouble in 
China, that before meeting Kang Yu 
Wei the Emperor had been a zealous 
adherent to the traditions of his an 
cestors but since then had plainly 
shown his desire to introduce reforms 
and even Christianity into the coun 
try. ‘On one oceasion,’ continued 
Her Majesty, ‘he caused the Emperor 
to issue instructions for the Summer 
Palace to be surrounded by soldiers so 
as to keep me prisoner until these re 
forms could be put into effect, but 
through the faithfulness of Yung Lu, 
a member of the Grand Council, and 
Yuan Shih Kai, Viceroy of Chili, I was 
able to frustrate the plot. I imme. 
diately proceeded to the Forbidden 
City, where the Emperor was then 
staying, and after discussing the ques- 
tion with him he replied that he_

TO DEVELOP UTAH. 


[Continued from last week] 


ation was sent out, the farmers 
of Utah had sent in orders for 
three times as much seed as had 
been purchased. 


CROP ROTATION, 


No attempt is being made to 
get the farmers to specialize in 
potato growing. Rather, they 
are encouraged to make their 
farm a general one, and have a 
definite crop rotation, such as 
hay, potatoes, beets, grain, etc. 
While the chances to make large 
returns on such farms are not as 
glittering as they are when the 
whole place is put into some crop 
that may pay well, yet in the 
long run, it has been settled be- 
yond doubt, that most men who 
run a general farm, do the better, 

The further plans of the asso- 
ciation are to help the farmers 
sell the potatoes, as well as to 
taise them. When the farmers 
get their crop rotations establish- 
ed, better understand scientific 
potato growing and marketing, 
the association will take up this 
special phase of work. 

The railroads have given Mr. 
Boyle assistance along this line, 
and he believes that by the open- 
ing of the Panama Canal, Utah 
will be much nearer the great po- 
tato markets, and will be in a 
position to compete with other 
sections. 

“To show that there is a mar- 
ket litah pwtatoes,”’ Mr. 
Boyle says, “it is only necessary 
to say that already we have had 
an inquiry from a California firm, 
wanting to know if the associa- 
tion can furnish 500 carloads of 
the Pearl variety next fall.” 

This past year Mr. Boyle tried 
a novel plan of renting a few ac- 
res of land from one of the tarm- 
ers whom he is helping, and had 
the owner take care of the land 
under his directiou. Special at- 
tention was given to the prepara- 
tion of the land, treatment of the 
seed, planting, cultivation, and 
irrigating. The owner of the 
land was a very progressive man, 
and anxious to learn. The re- 
sults obtained were interesting 
both to Mr. Boyle and the owner. 
Using land broken up from al- 
falfa, using whole seed, the val 
ue of a harrow in cultivating, etc., 
were clearly brought out. 

One acre of land was so plant- 
ed that hill selection of seed 
could be well done. The rows 
were 30 inches apart and the 
seeds were two feetapart in the 
row. The entire acre was dug 
by hand and the hills kept separ- 
ate.
